Let os aee whether tbia is true. 

There ia Belfiom. for instance. Belsium has for ceutnriee been Catholic and 
**PopUfa** to tbe core. Belirium baa a population of more than sis millions of whom 
onlj fifteen tbonaaud are rroteetant and throe tbouaanda Jews. All the rest are 
Roman Catholic. There ie a case of ct>nfeasiooal solidity. Tbe Cstbolk C'burdi 
has been the leedinit factor and force in tbe history of Belciain. With *ome 
few exceptional cases she has.rontrolled tbe whole oducatioual systeuk of the 
coontry» especially the dementary and public adioola 

Now. how has the Social Democracy fared in Catholic Belgium? Nearly 
ODe®third of all the rotes cast bare been riren for tbe candidatt^s of the Social 
Democrats, and we most remember that on tbe «ud» of noo^SoHaiistic candi¬ 
dates are fonud almost all the “plural rote«“—it beiur the law in BelciJim 
that the wealthy and educated slasace aud the priests exercise the riabt of “plu¬ 
ral TOtee." i. e. their rotes are counted two or three times. BWfrium Is bei'omiuf 
rapidly tbe Kldorado of tbe Social Kerolutiou. although the iiolgUu Social Dem- 
crat. in so far as he has attended a ecliool at all. baa been a pupil in a Kouiaa 
Gatbolic school soperrised by tbe priest, and although in Belgium more than a 
millioD Catholic senuous and catwhetical lectures are delircred each year, so 
that tbe cooutry has righly In^en called the *‘iaiid of cloister anil clergy.” 

The progress of the Social Democratic party has been just as remarkable in 
Italy and Austria—both of them Catholic countries. 

And we Socialists cannot see how this epo he far otherwise. In opposing 
Socialism the Catholic Church ia compelled to turn its back upon tbe teaciiiugs 
of early Christianity. 

Tbe Socialists demand that capital and the lUHtrumenlH of pnxlr.ction shall 
be socialised. Christianity from the rery beginning has insistent that prirats 
property is not abMiIute; that it is held Li trust for the ^on*i of sorUty; atid 
that the aiHdicatiuu of a (wriiun for the Ijenefit of tjo*(e m need in a duty of 
strict iastice—debknm legale (s legal debt) «ayn kquinaa, the great Homan 
Catholic theoU^ian. That “right to existence” which in one of the foondatiuus 
of So^-ialisiiij is fully recognice<t by the Catholic Church, we ore told by emiueut 
Cafholic writers. 

Now thia risbt being reco^ited. it belongs to the primary sphere of natural 
rights and it toert^ftiiv urerriih^s the right to prisate property, which belongs 
to the sei'ondary sphere, if the two come into confiit®t. lienee the Catholic 
doctrine that extreme necessity makes al) things common aud that be who, 
through no fault of his own. is in danger of perishing by hanger or cold, may 
without sin take from another against that other’s will (etiam invito douilnoj 
what is necessary for the sustenance of life. 

Once more: Tbe Socialists protest against the rampant egotistical iudividual- 
isra of tbe age. against the exploitation of roan by hia fellow man. 
against the treatment of laborers sg mere chattels, as only so much 
musci* find physical power. Sotdalists deny tbe pOHitum that la- 
dust -iai relations can oulr be regulated by supply and demand, by what 
is cslleil “fref ” rompetiiion, by (be comlitions of tntde and private prom. 

.knd the Catholic Church also cUinis to lift nji her voii^ against tbe riew 
that labor is mere merchandise. Prominent t.'athoJir writers like Count de Mud 
denounce “rexploitation de rbonime par i’bomme," as the |>owerful French 
phrase has it, the exploitation of workmen by tbe capitHlista. And so laeo XIll. 
in his Kor; lical on Lal>or in 1801 (Uerum Novarnm), said: “It is shameful and 
inhumaii to u-eat men as mere chattels for the purfHise of money-making, or to 
look upon them as only so umk b muscle and physical power." 

We will admit that Pope I^eo XIII. ban now gone back euttrely on that 
famous Bncydical. But that makes very little dtlTeremT. For there was an 
essemial opiKwition between the solution proposed even on the ImsU of that docu¬ 
ment aud the Bocialist solution. 

Tbe Catholic Church wants to leave tbe productiou and distribution in Iho 
potweasioD of the capitHlist class as it is now. But this capitsli^ class is Jx> 
give by “charity” sud by “alms” to the “poor” as much as it sees fit for the sako 
of religion. • 

The Socislista. on the other band, declare that this quostioo Is not a re- 
Kgions probleiL, in fact that it la purely a politico-economic question which baa 
▼ery Hrtio sod only indirsetly to do with rellgioo. 1. a., in as much that h ^ 
ahoost impossible to be a truly good and honest Christisu oiwfor tbe preiHR 
system. Tbe Socialists furthermore contend if Ofaristisnity. ff tbe Catholic 
Church and ira charity could br.TC solred the problem, it bad 1000 yeors* time 
to do so: yet aa s matter of fact all refbrm and progrrae has been 'wrought 
about only after a terrific struggle'wi:h the cimreh. 

The Socialists furthermore point out that the imestion Iheing purely ecoaomic 
mill (Mditic, it ought lo be dealt with an such. The Socialists accordingly pro- 
{H>we the change in the mechanitun of society winch has liecn made necessary 
by the iureutino and application of machinery, by the concentration of wealth 
and the formation of the trusts. This change will NOT mean the “division of 
properiT," the plunder of the U.ABENTES for the benefit of the NON-IIABEN- 
TES. It will simply mean the expropriation of expropriators, the resditution 
of the means of production to tho^ wna use tkotn. It will restore pioperty to 
all. without virtually taking anything from anyUaly which he can lK*neb>'nalhr 
us*‘. This restitution can only take place colleriiv«‘Iy, aud the new system will 
make it |H>HsibIe for everybody to live out bis owu life and to develop bis |>er- 
sitiiality, as long as he I'oes not infringe u|>od the right of others. 

In other words, it is a (luestion whether this cirilixation is to develop further 
a higi.er plane nnd .4i*cep( Sot'ialiam—or whether we are to go bark to tlie 
bartiarWm of the middle age» nnd ^kOKsibly to anarchy. The trend of events and 
the elopineiit of CiOiiotiiic i*oiitliiions favor Socialism. Will the Cathonc 
t’huri-h be strung enough to opiKxte it? Aa I have poiuttHl out at the beginning

Samuel Gompera. Mr. Gompera bas 
written round to tbe unions of too Amer¬ 
ican Federation of I^abor in favor of it. 
but baa taken iiaina to say nothing abo it 
tbe fact tbat it baa been ao amended by 
the cspltaliatic monkey-workers aa to t« 
worth scarcely more than the paper it ia 
written on—probably leas. l%ree tittle 
innocent looking w*orda did the trick: 
*‘upmi "Acb work." By adding these 
three words the effect of the bill ia 
apoiled and It becomes a sham, a cheat 
aud a farther evidence of the ineffective- 
neaa of the A. F. of L.'a lobby at Wash¬ 
ington. If it )>ecomea a law aa amendeil 
H will mean simply tbla: Tbat workmen 
on contract work for the goveminenr 
i»hall only be aHuwed to work eight houra 
daily on such work. For the other houra 
of the uanal workday their employer can 
put them at any work he pleaaeu! Where 
can thia l»e a benefit to the working claa«? 
lb what way doea it lessen their daily 
tamiw of employment? It doesn’t—yet 
the preaident of the American Federa- 
tioo of I^hor Mya hurrah for tbe hill. 
It ia but another evhlem'e of the Gom- 
(>era idea of getting labor legislation. For 
years tbe laW hibby has been lieggiug 
for an eifht-honr law. Gompera haa 
whe(slle<l. cajoled and fawned n»nod the 
congrewanien—ami gotten turned down 
odd each aeueion for hia paina. Even hla 




hasn't helpv^i him. And w‘hy aliould it? 
(‘ongresa only reapecte f<»rce. Then* la no 
force back of Gompera. aa thinga are to¬ 
day. There will be none nnti) the work- 
era g»» atraight to the ballot box and put 
their own pef>ple In Congress. 

But aa to tbat bill. It may be claimed 
that an employer would pof work hia 
men extra houra after an eight-hour day 
rad l»een put In on government work. 
iKv not l»e stupid. Keiwotly tbe big Al- 
lla-ChaJuiera wnriia In thia city got big 
orders for immping engines for the cities 
o' Ihwton.'Flttaburg and other places, 
and there was a atiinilation in tbe con¬ 
tract that only eight houra a day must 
be put on the Jobs.

aaaterlatly to tbe wealth df their country 
aod tbe hleaalaga aoclMy enjoys. Arctic ex¬ 
plorers add to tbe general knowledge, and 
that la aometblng. workingmen everywhere 
add to tbe material wealth of society; while 
tbe soldier’s boaloeaa Is to destroy wealth 
while at tbe aame time be li Uvlag opon no- 
riety.
